ruling,lisll been supplied in part by pur-
chase *som Canndian bosts, manned by
Cunndian fishermen, and then transfer-
red to American boats, manned by
American fishermen by whom thex
were landed.

It also appesrs that certain
fishermen, born in and residing
on Canadiann  soil, but whe se

[athers at the time of their birth were
American citizens, are permitted, Jus
American citizens, to land Ssh free of
duty under the instructions referred to

above.

In & letter to the collector at East-
port, Acting Secretary Fairchily
sayd  that the fish caoght by
Caoadian fisharmen  and trans-
ferred to American boats  in

the manner stated, are not the product
of American fisheries, and are there-
fore, not entitled 1o free entry. : Fish,
hewever, canght and landed under the
rule Inid down in the departmentin-
structions by  American citizens,
whethef non-residents or otherwise, are
equally entiled to free entry,and it is
immuaterial that other governmants
may also claim these persons as sub-
jeots, provided that the status of such
persons fulfills the condition of the
United Statez law conferring citizen-
ship,
